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blocked

THE development of 50 retire- 
ment flats on the outskirts 
of Northampton has been 
blocked by councillors be- 
cause of a disagreement over 
how much money the devel- 
opers should pay to provide 
affordable houses elsewhere 
in the town. 

In July last year, national develop- 
ers, McCarthy and Stone, revealed 
plans to build on the site of a former 
car showroom in Wellingborough 
Road, Weston Favell. 

The development would have 
seen retirement flats built next to a 
new Aldi supermarket, which has 
already been built on part of the the 
site. 

But during a meeting of North- 
ampton Borough Council’s plan- 
ning committee last night, officials 
heard that talks between McCarthy 
and Stone and the council had hit a 
problem. 


The committee heard that when 
developers apply to the council to 
build a significant number of hous- 
es in the town, they have to agree to 
build a certain number of ‘afford- 
able’ properties. As that was not 
possible in a development of retire- 
ment flats, McCarthy and Stone had 
agreed to pay £226,000 to the council 
so affordable homes could be built 
elsewhere. 

But speaking on behalf of the 
company, Lisa Matthewson said the 
council had not agreed that the fig- 
ure was enough. 

She argued: “This offer is more 
than appropriate and is a signifi- 
cant figure. 

“Tf we were to go back and look at 
it again, we’d actually come back to 
the council with a lower offer.” 

Despite her warning, members of 
the council’s planning committee 
still asked the firm to go away and 
reconsider their plans. 

Councillor Dennis Meredith (Lib 
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Dem, Talavera) said: “This devel- 
opment looks like a good one on 
the face of it, but there’s a stum- 
bling block here that needs to be 
resolved. 

“T would urge the developers to 
come back with a different proposal 
and see what can be done then.” 

The planning committee then 


voted to refuse the planning applica- 
tion by a majority of seven to two. 

It is now expected that McCarthy 
and Stone will appeal against the 
council’s decision, meaning a final 
decision on whether or not the de- 
velopment should go ahead would 
be made by a national planning in- 
spector.

County pupils 
speak in 130 
lanquages 


MORE than 130 different 
languages, including Zulu, 
Welsh, Gaelic and Bosnian, 
are spoken by children in 
primary schools in North- 
amptonshire, new figures 
have shown. 

A Freedom of Information re- 
quest by the Chronicle & Echo has 
shown the increasing range of eth- 
nic backgrounds of pupils study- 
ing in county primary schools. 

Figures from a school census 
taken last year and one in 2007 
show that the amount of children 
speaking some languages has in- 
creased dramatically. 

For example, the number of 
Polish speaking children has in- 
creased in the past four years 
from 300 to 974 and the number of 
children speaking Bengali has in- 
creased from 203 to 481. 

Jackie Lapsa, headteacher of 
Vernon Terrace Primary School 
in Northampton, said 42 different 


languages were spoken by pupils at 
her school which was a challenge 
for teachers. 

Mrs Lapsa said: “The teachers 
are used to working with so many 
different languages and they are 
very good at teaching English. We 
use lots of visual materials and 
ICT is a real asset.” 

Tris McBrearty, headteacher of 
Stimpson Avenue Primary School 
in Northampton, said she had no- 
ticed a particular increase in the 
amount of Polish-speaking chil- 
dren attending the school in the 
past three years. 

Mrs McBrearty said: “The chil- 
dren desperately want to succeed 
and often end up so good at Eng- 
lish that they become interpreters 
for their parents.” 

In total there are 133 different 
languages spoken by children in 
primary schools, including four 
dialects of Panjabi, Swahili and 
Chinese. 


Jobs are at risk in 
company buy-out 


SPORTSWEAR firm JD Sports 
has bought all 290 stores belong- 
ing to ailing Northampton-based 
retailer, Blacks Leisure, in a £20 
million deal. 

The company bought the 
Blacks and Millets stores im- 
mediately after the struggling 
firm went into administration, 
in a deal that it is believed will 
retain many of Blacks’ 3,500 
staff. 

But Bury-based JD Sports is 
yet to announce its plans for

Warning after 
attack in town 
centre park 


POLICE have issued a warning after a 
woman was followed by a stranger, 
pinned down and then sexually as- 
saulted as she walked through a 
Northampton park.

THE Fat Cat Cafe Bar in 
Northampton will be closed 
for access for at least two 
weeks while a report is be- 
ing compiled into the dam- 
age following a fire in the 
upper floors of the building. 

And bosses at the group which 
runs the bar from the ground 
floor of the former Angel Hotel in 
Bridge Street, said there was no 
clue yet as to when it might admit 
its next customer. 

Simon Patterson, finance direc- 
tor at the Fat Cat Group, said: “We 
have offered staff positions at our 
bars elsewhere in the country al- 
though, if they are based in North- 
ampton, I’m not sure how many 
will take that up. 

“As you can imagine it’s a mess. 
I don’t know how long it will be un- 
til we reopen but we will reopen, 
whether that’s in six months, 12 
months or 18 months.” 


Mr Patterson said a report was 
being drawn up on the level of 
damage and that renovation work 
could not get under way until that 
was finished. He said the report 
could take about a fortnight. 

The main damage to Fat Cats is 
believed to be the collapsed ceiling 
at the front of the bar — the back of 
the building is largely untouched 
—and water damage from firefight- 
ers’ hoses on Monday night, but it 
has so far been difficult to properly 
assess the interior because of the 
debris. The Balloon bar next door, 
meanwhile, is believed to have suf- 
fered only water and smoke dam- 
age and managers said it should 
re-open in three weeks.

She 
divides her time equally between 
her mum, Christa, who has a spe- 
cially-built downstairs wet room, 
and her dad Ian. The couple have 
separated and Ian’s home has no 
downstairs bathroom. He has been 
turned down by Daventry District 
Council for a disabled facilities 
grant to make the alterations. 

Her father is now being forced to 
wash her on his sofa or make a 16- 
mile round trip to his wife’s house, 
in Byfield. 

Mr Margieson, a teacher at 
Southbrook Infant School, said: 
“The thing that annoys me is that, 
even though we are about to be 
divorced, the council is implying 
that I can just pop round and care 
for Harriet at Christa’s house. Our 
arrangement since we’ve been 
separated is that she specifically 


spends 50 per cent of the time with 
each of us. 

“My options when she is with 
me are carrying a 25kg girl up 
the stairs and trying to bath her 
that way, washing her by hand on 
the sofa or driving to Byfield and 
back. 

“Sometimes she needs a shower 
a number of times a day because 
she is incontinent — it’s just not 
practical.” 

Daventry District Council said 
yesterday it would not comment 
on individual cases. 

However it is understood that 
the grant was turned down because 
money had already been awarded 
for a shower room at Mrs Margie- 
son’s house in 2007 on condition 
the home was not sold on for a set 
time — partly so the council would 
not have to pay out for the same 
family twice in a short period. 

But NHS occupational thera- 
pists and a social worker have 
both assessed Harriet and judged 
she needs a downstairs wet room 
at her father’s house. Council offi- 
cials have also assessed the home 
and seen fit to grant it council tax 
relief for disability.

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NEW figures have revealed 
the number of deaths on 
Northamptonshire’s roads 
has fallen to a record low, 
prompting council chiefs 
to claim the decision to 
switch-off speed cameras 
across the county was cor- 
rect. 

The statistics showed 19 peo- 
ple died in road accidents across 
the county in the last 12 months, 
the lowest number since records 
began. 

The deaths included 11 drivers 
and three passengers. 

The news came after fears were 
raised about a potential increase 
in serious accidents on the roads 
following the decision to axe the 
county’s speed cameras in April 
last year. 

However, leader of Northamp- 
tonshire County Council Jim 
Harker (Con, Kettering Rural) 
said the figures, which were 
down by 21 per cent on the previ- 
ous year, proved safety cameras 
were not saving lives. 

He said: “It is a welcome trend 
but it is still a serious problem 
and we need to do everything we 
can do to continue that trend. 
However, it does support the ar- 
gument that simply having speed 
cameras did not contribute to the 
number of deaths on the road. 

“It also gives some evidence

that although speed has risen as 
a result of removing cameras, 
the consequence hasn’t been 
more serious accidents.” 

The number of people killed 
on roads in Northamptonshire 
is now the lowest figure since 
official records were introduced 
in 1960. Last year Northampton- 
shire Police revealed they had 
seen an increase in speeding cars 
since cameras were switched off. 

Councillor Andre Gonzalez 
De Savage, county council cabi- 
net member for infrastructure 
and public protection, said: “It is 
very good news that the number 
of deaths has fallen and this re- 
flects the hard work of all the 


agencies involved in keeping our 
county roads safe. However, we 
should remember there are 19 
families who have spent the fes- 
tive period without their loved 
ones and we will continue to do 
all we can to reduce the number 
of people killed or seriously in- 
jured on our roads.” 

Deputy Chief Constable of 
Northamptonshire Police Suzette 
Davenport added: “One death on 
our roads is one too many and we 
must not forget that behind each 
statistic is a grieving family or 
someone coming to terms with 
a life-changing injury. We would 
urge all road users to think about 
their driving behaviour.”

A BRONZE plaque in memory 
of former Cobblers trainee and 
Northampton schoolboy Rich- 
ard Butcher is to be unveiled 
at Lincoln City Football Club’s 
Sincil Bank home.

died on January 9 last year, 
arm in arm with Keith Alex- 
ander, the manager with whom 
he shared some of his happiest 
times in football.

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THE architect who 
designed Northamp- 
ton’s lift tower and 
the modern extension 
to the town’s Guild- 
hall has died. 

The Rev Maurice Walton 
passed away at home on 
Christmas Day, aged 80, a 
week after celebrating his 
50th wedding anniversary. 

Founding partner of 
Northampton architects 
Stimpson Walton Bond, 
and a priest in later life, 
Mr Walton leaves a legacy 
of award-winning build- 
ings in the town. 

Born in Northampton 
on May 27, 1931, he was ed- 
ucated at the town’s gram- 
mar school, but left, aged 
16, when his headmaster 
advised him he would not 
achieve anything academi- 
cally, an anecdote he was 
happy to recount more 
than 50 years later when 
invited to present prizes 
in the school’s new hall 
which he had designed. 

After leaving school, Mr 
Walton worked in the bor- 
ough architects’ office, be- 
fore studying architecture 
at Liverpool University, 
from where he graduated 
in 1953. 


He set up Stimpson Wal- 
ton Bond with Tony Stimp- 
son in 1964, going on to 
design the iconic “North- 
ampton Lighthouse” lift 
testing tower for the Ex- 
press Lift Company and 
the extension to the town’s 
Victorian Guildhall, as 
well as_ state-of-the-art 
homes for himself and his 
family. 

The tower became the 
youngest building to be 
listed by English Herit- 
age in 1997, and the Guild- 
hall extension received a 
number of awards, includ- 
ing a Civic Trust Commen- 
dation in 1993. 

A gargoyle on the build- 
ing bearing his image 
serves as a lasting remind-

er of his work. 

A lifelong Christian, 
Mr Walton was ordained 
into the church at the age 
of 63 and served as a non- 
stipendiary priest for eight 
years until his retirement. 
He continued to work as 
an architect until Decem- 
ber 2010. 

Mr Walton was direc- 
tor of the Northampton 
branch of the Samaritans 
and served as national 
vice chairman, as well as 
being one of nine found- 
ing members of the town’s 
Daily Bread Co-operative 
in 1976. 

He leaves his wife Gill, 
daughters Kate, Elizabeth 
and Jane, and grandsons 
Frank and Wilf.

Politicians unite 
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over town centre 


POLITICIANS in Northamp- 
ton have backed MP Brian 
Binley’s call for the town 
centre to offer a broader 
appeal to the whole com- 
munity at night. 

Police were called to more than 
1,500 serious, violent or racially 
aggravated attacks in the town 
centre last year. 

Mr Binley, the Conservative 
MP for Northampton South, said 
he thought there needed to be a 
review of the current situation 
in which the town centre is only 
used by a specific section of the 
community at night when it ought 
to be used by a “wider section of 
society”. 

Paul Varnsverry, former North- 
ampton Borough Council cabinet 
member for communities, re- 


sponsible for policy areas such as 
licensing, said he supported Mr 
Binley’s statements and hoped 
the MP could use his voice in par- 
liament to bring about a change 
in legislation. 

Mr Varnsverry said that one 
of the problems with the current 
licensing process was that appli- 
cants often successfully appealed 
to a magistrate’s court outside 
Northampton after being refused 
permission to open a new bar or 
nightclub by the borough coun- 
cil’s licensing committee. 

Mr Varnsverry said: “The ap- 
plication process is currently 
completely in favour of the ap- 
plicant. 

“Local people need to hear ap- 
peals as they are the ones with lo- 
cal knowledge and understanding 
of the issues. The process needs 


to be fairer and more transpar- 
ent.” 

Conservative MP for North- 
ampton North, Michael Ellis, said 
he agreed with Mr Binley that it 
would be good if the town centre 
offered more for a wider cross sec- 
tion of the community but said it 
would be hard to legislate to solve 
the problem. 

He said: “Like a lot of town 
centres across the country, North- 
ampton seems to have developed 
with an emphasis on late-night 
entertainment. 

“Tt should be accommodating 
for a much wider section of the 
community and would be much 
healthier if it catered for a wider 
range of the population. 

“But what we have to accept is 
that a lot of these things are based 
on commercial considerations.”

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A RETAIL park in North- 
amptonshire has been 
left with empty units two 
years after it opened, 
with the economic down- 
turn blamed for the lack 
of businesses coming 
forward to open at the 
site. 

The first stores on the Ab- 
bey Retail Park — the com- 
pleted first part of Daventry’s 
much-vaunted regeneration 
scheme — opened two years 
ago in January 2009. 

Although all the larger 
shops have remained on site 
since then, one of the main 
units has never been occu- 
pied, and the smaller stores 
facing Abbey Street have seen 
several traders come and go. 

But the leader of Daventry 
District Council has said the 
solution is out of his hands 
and the impact of the credit 
crunch has had a telling effect 
on the number of new busi- 
ness start-ups and established 
firms looking to open at the 
retail park. 

Councillor Chris Millar 
said the problem was that the 
town’s growth had been dra- 
matically slowed by the econ- 
omy, and that without extra 
people firms were hesitant to 
open units. 

He said: “The fact is that 
we were lucky to get it open 
before the recession really bit, 
and the big stores that have 
opened have stayed here. 

“We have seen some casu- 
alties in the smaller Abbey 


Street shops, but it has been a 
really tough couple of years. 

“The recession has meant 
that the town’s expansion has 
slowed. 

“That’s meant there aren’t 
as many potential customers 
for firms moving here and that 
is something they take into ac- 
count. 

“We are subject to the na- 
tional economic situation, 
even though Daventry hasn’t 
done too badly compared to 
many places, and in many 
ways we are ahead of the 
curve. 

“The good thing is that when 
the situation does start to 
change and improve, we have 
plans in place already to take 
advantage of that and we have 
units ready and waiting.” 

As part of a plan to try to 
kickstart the local economy 
and attract more retailers to 
the site, planning conditions 
put on the type of firm allowed 
to use the larger unit, limiting 
it to ‘bulky goods retail’, have 
also been relaxed. 

The firms marketing it pro- 
duced evidence to Daventry 
District Council’s planners 
showing a series of bulky 
goods sellers did not feel 
Daventry had enough people 
living and shopping there to 
make it worth opening a shop 
on the retail park. 

In contrast, the vast major- 
ity of units at retails parks 
in Northampton, including 
St James, Riverside and Six- 
fields, are full — with several 
established national brands 
maintaining a successful pres- 
ence in the county. 
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The larger units 
at Abbey Retail 
Park have been 
filled since the 
park opened in 
2009 but another 
large unit and 
the smaller units 
have consistently 
remained empty, 
largely due to the

A CHRISTMAS wish to 
meet Santa Claus in 
Lapland came true for 
a_ schoolgirl who has 
recently undergone _in- 
tense chemotherapy.

time being in and out of hospi- 
tal; we felt like we lived there. 

“Now she is back to her live- 
ly self and even back-chatting, 
not that Iam complaining.”

Billie-Jo added: “Alicia 
adores Christmas and had al- 
ways wanted to meet Santa 
and she was thrilled she got 
her wish.”

THE level of applica- 
tions to study at The 
University of North- 
ampton remains 
“encouraging” de- 
spite the predicted 
negative impact of 
the increase in tui- 
tion fees, latest fig- 
ures have shown. 

The Universities and 
Colleges Admissions 
Service (UCAS) released 
statistics which revealed 
there had been a “late 
surge” of applications to 
study at the university. 

As of January 1, The 
University of Northamp- 
ton, which will charge 
students £8,500 a year 
from September, has seen 
a slight decrease in ap- 
plications compared with 
the same date in 2011, but 
remains up by 15 per cent 
compared with the same 
date in 2010. 

UCAS application fig- 
ures up to December 19 
for universities in the 


East Midlands, including 
The University of North- 
ampton, showed an 11 per 
cent decrease on the pre- 
vious year. 

A spokesman for The 
University of Northamp- 
ton said: “There has been 
a pick up in applications 
as the January UCAS 
deadline has approached. 

“This is not unexpect- 
ed as UCAS have been re- 
porting no drop in regis- 
trations to use the UCAS 
apply system for applica- 
tions. 

“Tt is still too early to 
draw any definitive con- 
clusions, however’ the 
current application posi- 
tion of the university re- 
mains encouraging.” 

UCAS chief executive, 
Mary Curnock Cook, said 
the latest application fig- 
ures showed evidence of 
a “late surge” ahead of 
the January 15 deadline. 

She said: “Applicants 
are taking longer to re- 
search their choices but 
the applications flow has

speeded up, as these sta- 
tistics show. 

“Tt remains too early to 
make predictions about 
the final year-on-year fig- 
ures but we will be able to 
get a clearer picture after 
the deadline has passed.” 

Professor Nick Petford, 
vice-chancellor of the 
university, said the fees 
level of £8,500 had been 
decided after consulta- 
tion with the students 
union. 

Speaking when the 
fees were announced, he 
said: “We looked at what 
we had to do to cover our 
costs, then we factored in 
what we needed in terms 
of investment to make 
sure the quality of the 
student experience was 
put to the forefront, plus 
we needed to have enough 
left over to cope with bur- 
saries and scholarships. 

“After all that, and 
looking at what our com- 
petitors were offering, we 
came up with the fee of 
£8,500.”

And it’s not as though Ford is hiding 
news of its properly hot Focus. The 
second bullet point in the news release 
from the company tells the world that 
the sizzling ST arrives sometime in 
2012 with 250 willing horses under its 
bonnet. 

Which is rather more than the cur- 
rent warm hatch Ford, called Zetec 
S and packing a smaller punch. Ford 
must be hoping this one’s inevitably 
lower performance will be more than 
made up by lower bills for purchase, 
insurance and fuel costs. 

This now-available car was specially 
developed for Britain, where we like a 
sporty look to our motors. Ford thinks 
it might sell 6,000 a year. 

In fact, most Zetec S models are 
simply a mild cosmetic makeover of 
the existing (non-S) models, with a 
sports styling kit, bigger wheels and a 
stiffened suspension. 

Oh, and alloy-look pedals, LED rear 
lights and a button to start the engine, 
not a boring old ignition key. You’ll pay 
a £1,250 premium over the less racy- 
looking Zetec for the changes, 
where it’s possible to compare 
like with like. 

Dig deeper, though and 
you find the Zetec S 
debuting a more 
powerful 
petrol en- 
gine and 


| T’S never easy making a sporty car 


with a not inconsiderable price tag 
of £20,495. The new range starts at 
£18,745 for a 1.6 petrol, and tops out 
with the £22,595 diesel with a potent 
2.0 litres. 

But it’s the petrol version tested 
here that’s likely to set an enthusiast’s 
blood pumping a little faster. The on- 
paper performance figures promise a 
car that ought to feel eager and respon- 
sive, if not downright fast. 

Surprise, surprise, that’s precisely 
how it feels on the road. There’s defi- 
nitely space for a Focus road rocket in 
the near future but until then this ver- 
sion of the Zetec S will do pretty well. 

It will certainly answer all the 
experts who reckoned the latest Focus 
was beautifully built, quiet and com- 
fortable but lacking in the sheer joy 
of driving that all the previous models 
had in spades. 

The new car is still a comfy way to 
munch miles and has the elusive qual- 
ity common to most Fords of recent 
times (and surprisingly rare in rivals) 
of simply being good to drive, however 
modest the engine doing the work. 

Over a not very demanding test route 
my car showed 37mpg on the trip com- 
puter. Not bad, if miles behind 47mpg 


recorded in the official Euro test. 
That’s the figure that has to be quoted 
by law and which usually proves wildly 
optimistic. 

Trying a car with an existing diesel 
engine (2.0 litres, 161bhp, £21,345) 
nudged the trip meter to 47mpg but, 

strangely the car did not ride as 
well as its faster, petrol 
powered sibling.

though, and needed fewer gear chang- 
es. 

If you want (much) better economy 
from your Focus you will be able to buy 
one late in 2012 with an improbably 
small 1.0 litre engine and a mere three 
cylinders. It sounds intriguing; let’s 
hope it shows how the clever applica- 
tion of conventional mechanicals (not 
a booster electric motor in sight) still 
has the potential to deliver big im- 
provements in fuel savings. Don’t bet 
against it. 

In the meantime, this latest version 
of the Focus makes an already impres- 

sive car usefully better still.

TOM WOOD says captain- 
ing England would be a huge 
honour, but he is not getting 
carried away by all the hype. 

The Saints flanker is strongly 
tipped to be the new England cap- 
tain under interim head coach Stu- 
art Lancaster after Lewis Moody’s 
retire ment from international 
rugby. 

This week former England skip- 
per Lawrence Dallaglio backed 
Wood saying the 25-year-old ‘fits the 
bill’. 

Modest Wood is more concerned 
about playing well for Saints. 

England’s 32-man Elite Player 
Squad was due to be named yes- 
terday, though no decision will be 
made on the captaincy until just 
ahead of the opening Six Nations 
game against Scotland. 


Wood and Harlequins’ skipper 
Chris Robshaw are favourites to 
land the role, though Saints skipper 
Dylan Hartley and team-mate Court- 
ney Lawes have also been backed. 

Wood, who has won nine England 
caps but did not start in the ill-fat- 
ed World Cup quarter-final loss to 
France, said: “It is every young play- 
er’s dream to play for England and 
to possibly captain them is a huge 
honour. 

“T am very focused on Saints and 
making sure I am in form and putting 
myself in the spotlight that way. 1am 
not looking to tout myself as any- 
thing. A lot of what has been said is 
media hype, it has certainly not come 
from me. If it has come from players 
and coaches then that is flattering. 

“Tam just concentrating on 
getting back to my best form for 
Saints.” 


Wood is excited by the new Eng- 
land regime and last season’s Aviva 
Premiership player of the year is 
looking forward to working with 
Lancaster and forwards coach Gra- 
ham Rowntree. 

“After our disappointment 
and underachievement at the World 
Cup there was always going to be 
change brought about and that has 
turned out to be the case,” said 
Wood. 

“There has been a lot of contro- 
versy so I guess it is good to wipe 
the slate clean and set out with an 
exciting new team. 

“There is potential changes and 
there are a lot of players on form in 
the Premiership. 

“Tt is not for me to judge the 
coaches, but I have dealt with Stuart 
in the past and we have always hada 
good working relationship.

“T have been very impressed at 
Saxons level and I know the guys 
from Leeds have got a high opinion 
of him. 

“But it is for him to judge me, and 
not the other way around.” 

Wood was part of the Saints 
team which dismantled Aviva Pre- 
miership leaders Harlequins 24-3 
at Franklin’s Gardens last Friday 
night, with tries coming from Roger 
Wilson and Ben Foden. 

The Saints return to Heineken 
Cup action on Saturday, when they 
make the trip to Llanelli in south 
Wales to take on Scarlets. 

Jim Mallinder’s men can no long- 
er qualify for the last-eight of the 
tournament, but, with two games 
to play, are still in the hunt for the 
runners-up spot in their pool and a 
consolation place in the European 
Challenge Cup. 


Cobblers 
send out 


AIDY BOOTHROYD believes the Cob- 
blers have sent out a message to the 
rest of league two by ending their 14- 
game winless streak with victory at 
Morecambe on Saturday. 

Town got back to winning ways witha 
2-1 win at the weekend but face a tougher 
challenge this Saturday when they play 
host to second-placed Southend United 
at Sixfields. 

The Blues are comfortably among 
the contenders for promotion to npow- 
er League One and find themselves 
in the automatic positions with a six- 
point advantage. 

But Boothroyd is upbeat ahead of 
the game, especially after the win at 
Morecambe proved his squad’s abil- 
ity to cope with setbacks such as the 
long-term injury to goalkeeper Shane 
Higgs, who ruptured his Achilles ten- 
don in training last week.

The distance involved in travelling to 
Morecambe necessitated an overnight 
stop in a hotel for the Cobblers squad 
last Friday night, something several of 
the players believed bolstered team spir- 
it. The manager was not a huge fan of 
some of the vocal performances offered 
up by the ‘new boys’ the squad as part of 
their initiation but praised the growing 
sense of character among the group. 

“Tt helped having an overnight stay,” 
he said. “We had some good singers, we 
had some shocking singers and the peo- 
ple who were staying in the hotel were 
supposed to be going out but they decid- 
ed to stay in and listen to the lads. 

“That sort of thing is important be- 
cause it binds the players together. 

“We’re evolving nicely and there are 
no wrong ‘uns in there, there are no 
bad characters and that’s a pre-requi- 
site if you’re going to be successful.”
